TAR SANDS

and German industrialists for the 
erection. of the plants, which alone 
will cost in the vicinity of one mil- 
lion dollars. 

In addition to the main plant In 
BHamonton, «a research laboratory 
will be erected; it ts said that 
some of the basic dyes are contained 
in the tar sands, and this and other 
phases of the mineral will be thor- 
oughly investigated. 

Controls Several Arcas 

In all, the company owns 6,150 
acres of tar sand areas in the north, 
one right at McMurray, another on 
the Saline river, and a third further 
down stream at Tar Island. On all 
ot these the tar sands are to be mot 
with literally in mountains, the out- 
crops showing from the crest of the 
hills to the water's edge. Instead 
of endeavoring to remove the over- 
burden, the German engineers wil! 
drive shafts into the mineral from 
the face, this offering no insuperable 
barrier, as in the case of the tar 
sand deposits in Germany, these are 
worked horizontally after the man- 
ner of coal mines—-and worked at o 
profit, though the mineral content is 
Just about half that of the Atha 
basca sands. 

The process which will be used 
here was inspected in Germany by 
Dr. Charles Camsell, Deputy Minis- 
ter of Mines, in November, 1923. In 
his report, he says that the sand is 
mined like coal and the residual oil 
recovered by washing, the total 
recovery amounting to ninety-nine 
per cent. 

Proceeding further, he says 
“These deveiopments in Germany 
under somewhat similar conditions, 
may suggest a method of recovery 
for the Alberta sands. The latter 
occur at a depth of 160 to 250 feet, 
while those in Germany which are 
being utilized are at depths four 
times as great." 

How Tt Is Extracted 

The plant will consist of a top 
floor for rechiving trucks from the 
mining end and the dumping of the 
bituminous matter. Next the con 
veyor floor is reached, following 
which the material goes to another 
floor where the bitumen is extracted 
from the sand, which falls to the 
Bround floor and is conveyed to the 
dump. 

The mineral is brought to the sur- 
face by a bucket dredge, this work- 
ing downward on a slone. After be- 
ing dumped, the sand is subjected to
